The point is’ this, that when 
using symbols for signalling purposes, 
difference in colour should be eliminated, 
and that they should be. looked upon as 
symbol signals entirely, as at a yery short 
distance it is very difficult, and at times 
quite impossible, to distinguish, under 
various states of atmosphere and light, bo- 
tween the blacks and rods. My suggestion 
of doubling the signals entirely gets over 
this ‘difficulty’; all the cones and. druins 
can be kept black, so that wo shall not bo 
called. upon to -provide for extra’ symbols 
or means of hoisting-them, and suraly it 
must be patent to anybody, nautical or 
otherwise, thas it must be far easier and 
simpler to distinguish a double.cono or 
drum signal than from a-single one that 
may ba either red or blacks.
